The wine companies, backed by 
the grape growers of Southern 
Ontario want the same increase in 
sugar rations as allotted to other 
industrial users such as bakers, 
canners, etc. The wineries are giv- 
en an annua! allotment of coupons 
in the spring whereas the other in- 
dustries producers receive theirs 
quarterly. Since the wine com- 
panies received their allotment last 
spring, the ration to other indus-

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Law and Order First 

There have been many expressions of 
public resentment throughout Canada 
against the action of the Jewish under- 
ground terrorists in hanging two captured 
British sergeants. 

This resentment should not be permit- 
ted to becloud public opinion with regard 
to the merits of the Zionist case. Most Jews 
in this country deplore such murderous be- 
havior as heartily as anyone else. 

Nevertheless law and order must be 
maintained wherever British principles are 
in control. And certainly this act of ferocity 
dictates the need for even sterner measures 
against the lawless gangs that menace, not 
only Palestinian peace, but the good fortune 
of their own cause. 

The attention of the British administ- 
rative authorities will be centred particu- 
larly upon the reasons given by Irgun Zvai 
Leumi for this atrocious act. The men were 
hanged, the Irgunists said, not in reprisal for 
the execution of certain gangsters, but 
“as a normal legal act which the organiza- 
tion proposed to take against the British 
army in the future.” 

This can only mean one thing, that 
the Irgunists conceive themselves to be in a 
state of war against Britain. Their murders, 
they say, are not reprisals or vengeance, 
but merely acts of war. 

If they want war so badly, they should 
have it. And all the resources and power of 
war should be levelled against them. 

Certainly an intelligent settlement of 
the Palestine situation can not be achieved, 
with full justice to the Jews, until these un- | 
derground terrorists are completely wiped 
out. 


A Silly Ceremony 

In order to ensure the loyalty and sec- 
recy of Canadian government employes, some 
five hundred civil servants were asked to 
take an oath of allegiance to the King. It 
was @ Mass ceremony and was said to have 
been very impressive. 

Doubtless it was impressive. 


Five hun- 


‘dred civil servants all standing on their 


heads at one time would have been impres- 
sive too. But just how the administration 
of this oath is going to assure the discretion 
of employes engaged in confidental work is 
far beyond the comprehension of the average 
reader. 

To those civil servants (and that means 
practically all of them) who are already loyal 
and discreet, this ceremony would be quite 
redundant. 

To that infinitesimal number who are 
prepared to talk too much or sell out to for- 
eign tempters, the oath would make no dif- 
ference whatsoever. For if a man or woman 
is weak enough to be a traitor or a fool, what 
does a bit of perjury matter? 

Civil servants who are dealing with 
highly confidential public matters should be 
shown by investigation to be above reproach. 
To line them up in lots of five hundred to 
protest their good intentions is simply silly. 


Weather Forecasting 


An article in this space the other day 
about the repeated inaccuracy of weather 
forecasts given over the air has elicited 
further information which indicates some 
of~the handicaps under which the weather 
Stations in Canada are required to operate. 

Edmonton forecasts, as everybody 
notes, are frequently wrong. In many other 
parts of Canada, they are infinitely worse. 

If there are weaknesses in the various 
weather stations themselves, we are inform- 
ed, it is not because of outdated equipment 
or lack of meterological information, but 
because of a failure to interpret that infor- 
mation correctly. 

However, we are not complaining about 
the efficiency or inefficiency of the weath- 
er experts. What we do complain about and 
what the public complains about is the fact 
that these prognostications are issued with 
all the solemnity and atmosphere of infal- 
libility that ordinarily surrounds an election 
return. 

This positive and precise prognosticat- 
jon is not the fault of the local weather sta- 
tions. It it the result of a blanket order from 
weather headquarters in Toronto which 
compels the local stations to make these 
forecasts in a positive and precise tone. 

For example, suppose the information 
at hand indicates a probability of high | 
winds and rain—a probability which may 
be eliminated by a sudden change in cir- 
cumstances, The loca! station is not allow- 
ed to forecast rain and high winds as a pro- 


tf 
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as an inescapable fact. 

That is one reason why forecasts are so 
often wrong. 

This protest against that stupid system 
is not taken on the ground of public disap- 
pointment when predicted rain fails to ap- 
pear or does appear when dry weather is 
promised. It is taken on the ground that 
these very definite and dogmatic forecasts 
are misleading to the public and can cause 
a good deal of mischief. 

For instance, men engaged in working 
in high unprotected places are not allowed 
to go aloft when high winds threaten. If 
| the weather forecast promises light winds, 
they do go aloft. And if the forecast hap- 


pens to be wrong, their lives are endanger- | 


ed. 

The weather forecasting system in 
Canada requires to be drastically changed. 
Its errors not only constitute. a nuisance, 
but sometimes a dangerous and costly nuis- 
ance. 


How to Keep Cool 


An eminent American psychologist has 
come to the fore with a little sage advice 
about keeping cool in the torrid days. 

The first thing to do, he says, is to re- 
lax. This, of course, will commend itself 
to employers of labor and office managers, 

One should not, he declares, wrap one- 
self up in wool to “keep out the heat.” It 
does not work. 

Something should always be worn on 
the head. One should fan oneself with a 
Steady rhythmic motion.

Why doesn't England get out of 
Palestine and let the crazy nuts 
fight it out and settle that business 
between themselves, even if they 
slaughter each other? 

Surely England has enough | 
trouble on its hand to settle its 
own domestic affairs. 

The above letter was written off- 
hand, not intended for publication. 
Of course, neith- 
er the Arabs nor 
the Jews in Pal- 
estine are inclin- 
ed to fight simply 
because they are 
“crazy nuts.” 

But the sub- 
stance of the sug- 
gestion seems 
right to me, There s ;

ever of a settlee PHILPOTT 
ment in Palestine so long as Brit- 
ain remains in control. 

Nor is it any more likely that 
the Jews and Arabs in Palestine 
will “fight it out” once the British 
armies of occupation withdraw, 
than there is in India that Moslems 
and Hindus will. 

All down the years the excuse | 
for continued British imperialist | 
jeontrol in India was that—if such 
outside rule were withdrawn—the 
various sections of the Indian peo- 
ple would slaughter each other 
in a catastrophic civil war. 

Now that the wiser element iny 
Britain has won out and now that| 
British troops are on the point of 
leaving India, bag and baggage, 
you do not hear so much of that 
talk. You hear, on the contrary, 
how wise and fine and noble it is 
| for the British to get out. 

Well, that was what some of us 
were trying to tell the world for 
years past.

North Fire Damage. 


Said To Be $50,000 


Damage, as a result of the fire | 
that destroyed the main work- | 
shop of the Royal Canadian El- | 
;ectrical and Mechanical Engineer 
at Whitehorse, at first estimated 
at between $250,000 and $500,000 
now is placed $50,000 according 
to figures released this morning | 
|by Army officials at Western | 
Command headquarters here. 

Officials reported that a great | 
| deal of heavy equipment, such as | 
lathes, had been saved from the 
fire, and are still workable. The 
building, of timber construction, 
was beyond repair, but it was 
hoped that in the debris, more | 
| equipment will be found that can 
be salvaged. Much of the equip- 
|ment already saved was found | 
among the charred timbers. 

No official statement as to the 
cause of the fire will be made, 
until after a full investigation has | 
been made. 
| It is believed the fire resulted 
|from defective wiring, or a de- 
fective water heater. 

No time will be lost in moving 
| equipment to another building, so 
| that the important work may car- 
ry on. Officials hope that they 
will be functioning within a few 
| days, 
| Reports indicated that the frame 
}building burned so rapidly the

| time to prevent destruction of 
the building.

Occupational therapy and remedi- 
al physical training are two highly 
important phases in the human re- 
clamation project. 

Occupational therapy does not, 
as might be expected from the 
term, mean the teaching of trades 
to the patients. Occupational 
therapy is actually a method 
whereby the patient “forgets” his 
nerves and injured muscles through 
unconscious concentration on cer- 
tain acts.

«WHY SENSE OF SMELL IS 
ie AFFECTED BY A COLD 
The sense of smell depends upon 
tiny particles of things coming in 
the air to the lining of our nose. 
When we have a cold this lining, 
| or mucous membrane, gets swollen 
and produces a much greater 
| amount of mucous than usual. The 
| chief reason why we cannot smell 
|s0 well when we have a cold is 
| probably that this mucous prevents 
| the scent of things from getting to 
the sensitive part of the nose, and 


washes away any solid scented 
particles 

Also, it may be that the poisons, 
| produced by the microbes that 


| cause a cold, poison the living cells 
| of the mucous membrane and also 
| poison the tiny ends of the nerves 
of sme}! that run to it, so that, even 
lif scented things do reach the sen- 
sitive part of the mucous mem- 
| brane, they cannot be felt

jing in from outside and also to 
the scents of food, which pass up 
at the back of the roof of the mouth 
into the nose, and which, when we 
don't have a cold, help to give food
